My 
resolution directs the joint economic 
committe* of Congress to study how 
new policie« can hold the line on 
prices. 
This from t man who by his own admis- 


sion has introduced legislation that would 
increase the government's deficit by *17 
billions a year! This from a man who wants 
to increase government spending in just 
about every field imaginable, and at the 
same time cut taxes! 


Economics is a complex subject to be 


sure, yet the least subtle of minds can un- 
derstand that when the government oper- 
ates at a deficit it is pouring more money 
into circulation, just as governments of 
other eras kept printing new money to 
keep themselves solvent.

eating increased government spending and 
even deficit spending as a cure for the na- 
tion's ills; while we do not agree with this 
point of view, it is a legitimate view held 
by a great many people and deserves a fair 
hearing on the stump and in the press. But 
when the senator advocates these things 
and at the same time makes a great pre- 
tense of being worried about inflation, he is 
playing a shell game with a sleight-of-hand 
that would make a carnival shyster greeu 
with envy. 


In the same speech the senator de- 


scribed as "shameful" the unemployment- 
compensation law recently passed by Con- 
gress. The program created by the Roose- 
velt New Deal has been eroded, he said, be- 
cause it has not been liberalized to keep 
up with inflation. "Twenty years ago the 
laid-off worker received, on the average, un- 
employment compensation that was 60 per 
cent of the average covered wage. Today he 
gets little more than a third of the average 
covered wage." 


Assuming that these figures are true 


for the nation as a whole, Sen. Proxmire 
carefully avoided any reference-to Wiscon- 
sin's record in this field, undoubtedly be- 
cause Wisconsin's government has been un- 
der the control of Republicans for most of 
those two decades. Had he been interested 
in exposing the full facts he would have 
pointed out that unemployment compensa- 
tion in Wisconsin has dropped by only 10 
percentage points — from 54 to 44 per cent 
— of the average covered wage since 1936, 
and furthermore the period during which 
an unemployed person can receive compen- 
sation has been more than doubled, from 
13 to 26% weeks. Thus a covered worker 
who loses his job in Wisconsin actually gets 
considerably more total compensation to- 
day, in real buying power, than he did when 
the program was started 22 years ago. 


Thus the senator, speaking in Wisconsin 


to a Wisconsin audience, carefully avoids 
reference to the situation as it actually ex- 
ists in this state, and instead waves the flag 
for a program that would cause Wisconsin 
citizens to pay more taxes to support more 
liberal unemployment compensation pro- 
grams in other states that have not kept 
their programs reasonably up-to-date as 
Wisconsin's Republican-controlled govern- 
ment has done. Somehow practically all of 
Sen. Proxmire's proposals, when we follow 
them down, seem to end up in higher taxes 
for the people he represents at Washington.

mosa or China. I recently 
saw an article in the maga- 
zine, "Foreign Affairs," in. 
which somebody who comes 
from Formosa attempted to 
establish 
the 
nationalistic 


identity of the Formosans as 
distinct from, the Chinese. I 
read the article hut unfortu- 
nately for present purposes, 
threw it away as not worth 
filing. If the NBC folks got 
their ideas about the differ- 
entiation between Formos- 
ans and Chinese from that 
Article, they surely went 
far afield. Or did it all come 
from the Japanese Foreign 
Office? 


Taiwan, as Formosa Is 


called in both Chinese and 
Japanese, is an island that 
forms part of a volcanic 
chain off the coast of China, 
running from Papua to the 
Kuriles. It has been held by 
the Dutch, the Spaniards, the 


Japanese and the Chinese at 
various times. In ancient 
Chinese annals the island 
was known as Loochoo and 
was first described by Ma 
Tuan-Lin in 605. The name 
Formosa comes from the 
Portuguese, Una Formosa, 
Beautiful Island. The Portu- 
guese, who saw the island 
in 1590, did not occupy it, 
but the name they used be- 
came incorporated in Dutch 
charts. 
When 
the 
Dutch 


came to Formosa in 1623, 
they found that a consider- 
able Chinese population had 
already settled there, large- 
ly as a result of the fall of 
the Ming dynasty. The Span- 
iards also settled on For- 
mosa which they called La 
Santisima 
Trinidad, 
The 


Holy Trinity. 


A Chinese pirate, Koxinga 


(Chen Kung), attacked the 
Dutch in 1657 and took pos- 
session of the Island. In 
1683. China made the island 
part 
of Fukien province 


which it remained until the 
Sino-Japanese War 
(1895) 


when it was ceded to Japan.

from other Chinese. 


At any rate, no one can 


historically, linguistically or 
racially find much to justify 
today a distinction between 
a Formosan and a Chinese, 
particularly a Chinese from 
Amoy in Fukien province.

Washington—-«n—This year's 


m-heat crop may turn out to be 
a big headache for government 
farm officials but promises to 
become a recession-time job- 
maker. 


The agriculture department 


says the croo may turn out to 
be at least 25 per cent larger 
than last year's production, and 
the fourth largest on record. A 
crop of this size — forecast at 
1,190,000,000 bushels compared 
with 947 million last year — 
would add probably 200 million 
bushels to the 
government's 


surplus. 


More Harvest Work 


But it would require much 


more labor and machinery to 
garvest than was needed to get 
in the 1957 crop. It would re- 
quire many more trains and 
trucks to move it to market 
4nd into warehouses than did 
last year's production. 
I Officals said this would add 
Mp to more work for harvest 


crews, more jobs and truck 
drivers and railroad workers, 
and more for workers at mar- 
ket and storage centers. 


This year's wheat crop, like 


those since 1954, is being grown 
under rigid controls and retire- 
ment of some wheat land under 
the soil bank program. But un- 
usually favorable weather and 
moisture — plus overplanting 
of allotments by some grow- 
ers — is boosting production 
this year fully 20 per cent 
above levels desired by farm 
officials. 


If the crop turns out as now 


indicated, there undoubtedly! 
would be a net movement of at 
least 200 million bushels into 
government hands under price 
supports at a cost averaging 
around $1 80 a bushel or a total 
of about $360 million.
